NEW. YORK, November 9.—The Tribune referring 
to the last associated press dispatch, which it says 
shows an apparent plurality of about 724 for 
Cieveland in New York, adds: 

If this sunouncement had been the final one we 
should bavs with wha ever reluct- 
apey, toaccept it as prooable that the state had 
really been carried by Cleveland and] must, of 
course, be £0 counted. Butit cannot be final, for 
almost every bour brings news of some change 
that must keep up the fluctuation. A recount of 
votes in this city, completed yesterday, at 
the police headquarters, made a difference of 425 
in faver oi Mr. 
the returns from one election district are missing 
altogether. A dispatch yesterday from Albany to 
the Evening Post announced thediscovery ofa 
giating fraud in the 12th wardof that city. To 
count out the republicans, a change of 120 votes 
had been made. it the vote of that wardis thrown 
out Cleveland must lose 388 votes. In the 5th 
91 more bollots were found in 
a box than the poll listcalled for.. In that ward 
Cleveland had a plurality of 26%. In Brooklyn, by 
the discovery of alleged errors, the democrats on 
Friday ipcreased their plurality by 368. Those 
figures were slightly reduced yesterday by another 
count, From Sullivan county word was 
sent yesterday that the corrected returns reduced 
the Cleveland plurality there by 70 votes. In 
Queens, Westchester and other counties there have 
been wide fluctuatiions in the reported democratic 
pluralities. Under this state of things, it is obvi- 
ous folly to dispute about the accuracy offone news- 
paper's special dispatches over another's, or to set 
up anyone's judgmeat aboutSthe figures as 
infallible.

Ricuwoxp, Va., November 9.—One of the 
most significant signs of the contest in Vir- 
ginia was the immense losses sustained by Ma- 
hone in the white section of the state. The 
eouthwest and the valley, which were relied 
upen by him togive him good majorities, re- 
pudiated the senator. Riddleberger’s own 
county and state senatorial district gave 
good democratic majorities for the first 
time since 1879. The result of the 
contest in this State, so far as her representa- 
tion in the next house is concerned, is to place 
Virginia exactly where she stood before Ma- 
hoxe became a figure in politics. Tne demo- 
crats bave all the representatives except the 
two from the black districts.

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THE INTEKNAL KEVENUE REPORT, 


A Decrease of $22,000,000 in the Receipts 
for the Last Fiscal] Year. 

Wasntxneton, November 9.—The annual re- 
port of the commissioner of internal revenue 
tor the last fiscal year, has been submitted to 
the secretary of the treasury. The total re- 
ceipts from all souoces for the year were $121,- 
594,039, as compared with $144,553,344 for the 
year 1883; $146,523,273 for the year 1882, and 
$155,229,912 for the year 1881. 

lt is estimated thatthe sum of $115,000,0009 
will be colleeted during the present fiscal 
year. A comparative statement of the receipts

Property to the value of $52,531 was reported 
by them for seizures and assessments for un- 
paid taxes, aud penalties in the sum of $103-, 
662 were reported.

THE ENGLISH POLITICAL AGITAe« 
TION. 


The Liberals and the Conservatives Unable to Agree 
Upon a Plan of Redistribution—The Halt in 
the Nile Expedition—Tne English Navy 
~The French in Africa, BStc., Etc. 


Lonvox, November 9.—The cabinet has been 
unable to agree on a plan for the redistribu- 
tion of parliamentary seats, and have referred 
the draft of the scheme recently published to 
the ministerial committee for amendment. 
The delay which will thus be caused lessens 
the chances for the introduction in November 
of the bill providing for redistribution. A 
number of liberal members of parliament out- 
side of the cabinet are privately conferring 
with the leaders of the opposition on the sub- 
ject of acompromise. The basis of agreement 
proposed is the division of the city constitu- 
ents into single member districts, one member 
to represent every 50,000 population ; three-cor- 
bered constituencies to be abolished; burghs 
containing under 16,000 inhabitants to be 
merged into the counties; and burghs con. 
taining under 50,000 inhabitants to be allowed 
ope member. An agreement will probably be 
arrived at.

The English Fleet, 

Loxpon, November 9.—Ia the house of com- 
mons Mr. Marriott, liberal member for Brigh-

The first reduction in rates by the railroad 
commission was put into effect just after the 
reaction m business that tollowed the long 
Btecnation, brought about by the financial 
crisis of 1873. The constant increase in the 
busin as of the e untry year by year since that 
time, bas heretofere compensated for the an- 
hual reduction in rates that has followed, and 
in many cases this growth of business has 
been active ene uch to 1nperease the earnings of 
some of the roads, notwithstanding the low 
rates at which they were required to work, 
and hes produced the impression upon many 
that the management of the railway trailic by 
the state has caused the improvement. 

It must be evidentto all that the policy ot 
-esteblishing astandard of rate charges on the 
bas sof meagre reyurus to the capital invested 
in the transportation business of the country 
during periods of prosperity, will be inade- 
quate to properly su. tain the roads'if years of 
hght trafic. Any protracted depression in 
business will, under this policy, leave the rail- 
way companies of the state a choice between 
depriving the owners of dividends, or with- 
holding trom the property expenditures nec- 
@sary io maintain its physicay ay and 
contribute to needed facilities, if, indeed it in- 
Volyes no greater calamity. It is a policy 
that prevents the owners of 
railway propérty from sharing 
With all the commercial world the fruits of 
Prospercus trade, aud thereby deprives them 
Othe power of accumulating reserves to pro- 
Vide against the bazards to which railway in- 
Vestments are especially subjected. - 

Every poss'ble effort has been made to offset

The Columius and Western Railway has 
sufiered lees reduction in revenne than any 
ofthe roeds included in the preceding state- 
ments, with the exception ofthe Eufaula and 
Clayton. This,taken in connection with its 
previous annual improvement in earnings, in- 
dicates a gradual development of the busi- 
ness of thatrection; otherwise the loss on ace- 
count of the short cotton crop, which it shar- 
ed with the other roads, would have put upon 
it a greater falling off in revenue. Its carn- 
ings have dec:eased $55.58, and expenses $1,- 
168.93, net increase $1,113.35, 

The Montgomery and Eufaula railway has 
decreased in gross earnings $37,338.19 in- 
creased in exmenses $15,709.03—net decrease 
over previous year $53,047.22. The falling 
off in gross errning is due to the short yield of 
cotton, and a diversion to the Pensacola route 
of much of the business it has heretofore en- 
joyed from the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road into Florida. The ordinary operating 
expenses of the road have in reality been 
somewhat reduced, and the apparent increase 
is the result ofa larger but necessary pur- 
chase of stee} rails, and a considerable ex- 
pense in providing the joint terminal facilities 
jor the use of this road and the Western rail- 
way of Alaboma at Montgomery, completed 
last year, bus alarge part of the payment 
fell in the early part of this year. : 

The Eufaula and Clayton railroad has in- 
creased its earning $110.38, and decreased its 
expenses $1,420.91, Increase in net earnings 
$1,551.29, 

The ocean steamship company’s annual 
report, pubiished as an appendix, gives the 
details of the conduct of that property. The 
result of its operation has been satisfaetory, 
and, as last year, it becomes the chief con- 
tributor to the fund from which the dividends 
upen your stock is paid. 

The Georgia ‘ailroad, for its fiscal year end- 
ing March ist, 1884, failed to earn its rental 
by 37,772.43. This does not bear out the hope 
expressed in the last report, encouraged by 
the incressed earnings in the early part of the 
year. The Just part of its fiacal year included 
the whele of the short crop cotton season, and 
in addition the reoud suffered considerable loss 
in the reduction of its rates by the railroad 
commission. : 

The net ea: rings ofthe Western railway of 
Alabama, avd the Port Royal and Augusta rail- 
way, in South Carlonia, have each been slight- 
ly increased over last year. 

The net carnings of the Upson county rail- 
road have been $4,572.70, which, added to the 
balance s credit at the close of the year 
previous, $712.98, leaves a balance to the 
credit of that company of $5,285.68. This sum 
has been sliowed to aecumulate for the pur- 
pose of providing rails for needed renewa!s of 
portions of its track during the coming year, 

dhe floating debtof your company at the 
date of the last annual report was 3650,000. 
It will be seen by the balance sheet published 
herewith, that itis now $937,768.13. This 18 
oilset by the excess of “bills receivable” 
held this year over last, amounting to 
7252,359 90, and by the item ‘new rails’’ car- 
ried en our books as an asset amounting to 
$178,696.08, The first item represents money 
borrowed during the financial troubles of last 
gy lor the purpose of co-operating with 
the banks of this city, to afford a much 
needed relief to our business men, at a time 
when the stringency of the money market 
seemed to (threaten serious damage to the com- 
merce cf the city, and thereby to the business 
of the road. These loans went far to accom- 
plish the desired purpose and can now be 
called, in time to meet our own maturing ob- 
ligations, given to proyide means for making 
them. 

During the year your board deemed it ad- 
visable to contract for a large quantity of 
steel rails, end distribute the payment over 
the expenses of three years. The proportion 
of these rails fairly chargeauvle to the expenses 
of this year (about one-third of the lot) was 
paid for in cash, and enter into the expense 
account of this year. The balance of 
thoee delivered were paid for by the 
notes of the company, and are carried 
on the books as acreditto be charged olf to 
the expenses of the. next two years, in order 
to avoid burdening ene year with an undue 
proportion ot ln provements of this kind. 
iberetore. these two items may fairly be de- 
ducted to urrive atthe actual debt, against 
which we , have no available credit created 
within the year’s operations, thus reducing it

As sbove explained, they were purchased 
on such terms as to divide the pay ments for 
them proj ortiovately over the three years, the 
sunie if they bad been purchased year by 
year, a8 aceurntejy required for the main line, 
and atthe seme time secure at once a much 
better track jour the heavier and taster trains 
pow passing over the road, and providea 
very cconomical method of improving your 
branch rons. The entire track between Sa- 
vapnab atd Atlante is now laid in steel, and 
is otherwise in excellent condition. 

To meet the exigencies of new methods of 
conducting the business of transportation, and 
to better protect our business against compe- 
tition, apparently becoming more active each 
year, two cotton compressors have been erect- 
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| ed—one at Columbus, Ga., and one at Ealauila,

The death of the English postmaster-g2n- 
era), Henry Fawcett, calls forth many ex- 
pressions of regret on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Mr. Fawcett was totally ee having 
been deprived of his sight by an accident du- 
rng bis boyhood. dcsidithitending this dis- 
advantage he made himself a man of culture 
a statesman and a man of affairs. He 
v rote a work on political ecoaomy 
which holds a high rank among books of that 
class. As postmaster general be mastered the 
details of his office and administered the post- 
al service satisfactorily. Mr. Fawcett's suc- 
cess was largely due to his devoted wife who 
ected as his private secretary. Through her 
eyes he studied, and with her hand be wrote. 
This faithful and loving woman made it pos- 
sible for the blind man to keep pace with the 
writers and speakers of his time and to take

down and worship thetempter. The preacher 
took the position that these temptations were 
peculiarly severe. Very often blessings and 
boners being greab temptations and 
trials to us all. The Savior ~had 
‘ust before been baptised, and the holy spirit 
hed descended upon him like a dove, and the 
voice from heaven had said: ‘This is my be- 
loved son in whom Iam well pleased.”
